James L. Graham, May 29 
denied a motion by T. Marzetti 
Company to dismiss a $500,- 
000 racial discrimination suit, 
filed by Jerry Doyle, a former 
employee of the salad dressing 
manufacturer, at 3838 India- 
nola Ave. 

Judge Graham, in overruling 
Marzetti’s motion, said it is “not 
ripe and accordingly is 
denied." 

Graham ordered that all dis- 
covery in the case be com- 
pleted on or before Aug. 17. He 
set the final pre-trial schédule 
for Friday, Sept. 25, and trial for 
Monday, Oct. 26. 


In the suit, Doyle is one,

Two brothers, Lejuan Cole- 
man, 17, of Detroit, Mich. and 
Arnold Coleman, 21, of 
Columbus, charged in a Down- 
town shooting spree that killed 
(a woman and paralyzed a man, 

pleaded guilty May 27 in Frank- 
lin County Common Pleas 
Court. 
- Lejuan pleaded guilty to one 
count of murder and one count 
of attempted murder in the 
shooting outside Frankie J's 
Bar at 283 E. Spring St. on 
Sept. 4, 1986. He had been 
bound over from Juvenile 
Court on a charge of aggra- 
vated murder to stand trial as 
an adult. 

Arnold pleaded guilty to 
involuntary manslaughter. 


Judge David Cain sentenced 
Lejuan on the murder charge 
to 15 years to life in prison, plus 
3 years for using, a firearm. 
Cain sentenced him to 7 to 25 
years on the attempted murder 
charge. The sentences are to 
run concurrently, according to 
records.

Fight over control of Traveler’s Rest church shifts tocourtroom

The matter of who will be the 
pastor of Traveler's Rest Bap- 
tist Church will apparently be 
decided by a Franklin County 
Common Pieas Judge. 


Members of Traveler's Rest, 
1533 Cleveland Ave., voted on 
Saturday, May 30 to confer the 
title of pastor emeritus on Rev. 
U.G. Campbell, founder of the 
church. Rev. Stanley Woods 
was voted in by the church 
body as pastor. 


In a lawsuit filed June 1 in 
Franklin County Court of 
Common Pleas, Campbell is 
allegeding that he was unlaw- 
fully removed as pastor of the 
church and is seeking a million 
dollars in damages. 

In the lawsuit filed by attor- 
hey Theodore R. Saker Jr., 
Campbell has named the 
church board of trustees and 
the eftire deacon board along 
with Woods as defendants. 

Named in the lawsuit are

Deacons Rodney Richburg, 
3302 Live Moor Dr.; Harry 
Scott, 5250 Kanard; John S.

Ave., was named as a defend- 
ant as the depository for the 
church funds. 

Apreliminary injunction 
against the deacons and trus- 
tees and Woods forbidding 
them to conduct church affairs 
or to be on church property 
caused the cancellation of ser- 
vice Sunday, June 7 at the 
church. Services were held 
instead at Jordan Baptist 
Church. Rev. Wayne T. Lee and 


the Jordan congregation were 
out of town. 

A hearing on the preliminary 
injunction is set for Friday, 
June 12at 11 a.m. in courtroom 
2A of the Hall of Justice. Judge 
Dana Deshier will preside. 

According to the complaint, 
Campbell states that “the dea- 
cons have undertaken certain 
actions which ate beyond the 
scope of their official duties 
and authority and. which are 
calculated to undermine plain- 
tiffs authority and unlawfully 


exclude him from the church.” 
Campbell said he attempted to 
preach on Sunday, May 31/but 
was told by Jones, Kent, and 
Richburg that “he would not be 
permitted to assume his

"undertaking to notify 
plaintiff and his congregation 


that plaintiff is no longerpastor 
of the church.”

Astronaut encourages youth to pursue career in science

HUD housing vouchers help pay

Tom Smith, who owned a ten 
unit rental property, recently 
received $50,000 in Rental 
Rehabilitation Program funds 
from city housing rehabilita- 
tion staff to fix up ‘his rental 
units currently occupied by 
lower income tenants. One of 
his tenants, Margarite Kelly 
(not her real name) and her two 


sons, after paying rentandutil- .. 


ities for her two bedroom 
apartment, had only $500 dol- 
lars left each month for ail their 
expenses. Last weekthe Public 
Housing Authority had good 
news for Ms. Kelly. The Hous- 
ing Authority qualified her for 
rental assistance. With the ren- 
tal assistance, the Kelly's will 
now pay only 30 percent of 
their income each month for 
housing related expenses (rent 
and utilities). The government 
will pay the rest. 

The Kelly's are participating 
in a program funded by the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. The 
program--the Housing Voucher 
Program, helps low income 
families pay the difference 
between 30 percent of their 
monthly family income and the 
rent for a standard, modest

®Family income (adjusted 
for family size) must be less 
than 40 percent of the median 
income for the area. 

®The subsidy can only be 
used in units that meet min- 
imum standards of livability. 

The rents for units must be 
modest, generally within 40 
percent of the median rents for 
standard units in the area. 

®The unit cannot be over- 
crowded. 

Eligible low income families 
are free to stay in the units they 
presently live in if the units 
meet the minimum qualifica- 
tions, or move to another unit 
within the community:

The Housing Voucher Pro- 
gram depends upon the avail- 
ability of modest rent, standard 
quality units, If tenants cannot 
find such units, the rent sub- 
sidy cannot be used. In order to 
assure that standard, modest 
rent units are available, the 
Federal Government also pro- 
vides monies to local commun- 
ity development agencies for 
rehabilitation of rental hous- 
ing. Though the Rental Reha- 
bilitation Program (RRP) local 

overnments provide up to 

5,000/unit (not to exceed 50 
percent of the rehabilitation 
costs) to owners like tom smith 
of lower income rental hous- 
ing. Th subsidy is used to make 
needed repairs to units in 
modest income neighbor- 
hoods. Without the subsidy it 
would not be financially feasi- 
ble to rehabilitate the units. 
After rehabilitating the units, 
owners are free to charge 
market rents. However, 
because the units are in low 
income areas where rents are 
low,.tenants like the Kelly's 
receiving Housing Vouchers 
can afford to stay in the units.

But, 
as Sandi Allen of Choices has 
noted, the tangling of these legal 
relationships throughout the 
family bonds from which this vio- 
lence springs makes domestic 
violence “a much bigger problem 
than the legal system is ever 
going to be able to touch.”

During these turbulent 
time of prison crisis i.e. 
overcrowdedness,Wo* 
lence, drug abuse, and 
rehabilitative program cuts 
it requires a special breed 
of prisoners, who, inspite 
of their own plight, still 
hold room in their lives for 
the concern of others. 

This is a story about suc- 
cess and fighters for better 
tomorrows. It’s the story of 
a darling, heart-touching, 
nationally acclaimed baby 
girl, Megan Staton, who's 
desperately in need of a 
liver transplant, and public 
assistance (Call and Post" 
Save Our Megan"’-April 
1986). 

\t's also astory about one 
prisoner's gratitude toa 
brother and fellow prisoner 
for the continuation and 
completion of a job which 
started as a gigantic and 
difficult task. 

“Baby Megan" (Megan 
Staton) is the twenty-three- 
month-old daughter of 
Doris and Charles Staton 
who reside in Cleveland. 
Megan was born with a 
serious life threatening 
liver disease, bilary atresia. 
She presently takes thir- 
teen prescription drugs 
daily, while waiting for the 
proper liver donor. 

The transplant, treat- 
ment, and other expenses 
have proven astronomical 
in cost for the Statons. The 
estimated cost for a trans- 
plant of this type is two- 
hundred thousand dollars. 
The U.S. Government has 
been non-supportive in 
providing Megan with the 

assistance. 

In August 1986, | organ- 
ized the first “Save Our 
Megan” fund raiser at Mar- 
ion Correctional Institu- 
tion. After a large success, 
($1,000 was raised), it was 
decided that this fund 
raiser carried the potentials 
of becoming a unified drive 
throughout all of Ohio's 
Prisons.

These militants painted 
Mainstream Blacks who were 
tainted with the Black capitalist 
label as traders, but today even 
the Communist Chinese are 
exploiting the strengths of cap- 
italism, Thus, a major chal- 
lenge for Black America is to 
recuperate from a generation 
of ill-fated. hope spread by a 
few foolhardy Black leaders. 

A sign that Black anti- 
capitalistic feelings are waning 
is the good attitude and pro- 
fessionalism that many first 
level Blacks have made the 
norm in America’s work place. 

At one time, Black people 
quietly complained about poor 
service from Blacks.

Support Judge R. Eugene Pincham

First it was Judge Alcee Hastings of the Federal District 
Court in Miami. Now it is Justice R. Eugene Pincham of lilinois’ 
First District Appellate Court in Chicago. Both are African 
American judges and both are currently the object of proceed- 
ings to remove them from the bench. 

Together they have become objects of a dangerous attack on 
the small percentage of African Americans who have actually 
made it to a state or federal judgeship. 

Judge Pincham has been a judge for approximately 10 years. 
Before becoming a judge, Pincham was known as one of the 
best trial lawyers in the nation. He is also widely known as an 
outspoken advocate of African American rights. 

This was not an easy thing to do in the repressive racial 
environment which existed in Chicago before Mayor Harold 
Washington took office. Yet, the judge never backed down, not 
even from his remarks made during the Chicago primary elec- 
tion, before an audience of Operation PUSH. 

The judge verbally -- and personally -- supported Mayor 
Harold Washington. 


The word “verbal” is important. For now, using that speech 
as an excuse, the overwhelmingly white Chicago Council of 
Lawyers has filed a complaint against Judge Pincham. 

That complaint, which has now been formally approved by 
the Judicial Inquiry Board, could well lead to the removal of 
Judge Pincham from the Illinois bench. Yet, nothing in the Iili- 
nois code precludes a judge’s spoken and personal support of 
a candidate; only actual participation by a judge is forbidden. 

Let us be very clear here.

When the pioneer 
Black aspirants of City Hall 
launched their campaigns, she 
was there to help usher in the 
first modern wave of Black 
mayors and other elected 
officials.

Geleste, in.part by eliminating 
a 4 percent increase in welfare 
benefits which Celeste pro- 


posed for January, 1988. 

The senate also eliminated 
funding for the Task Force on 
Black and Minority Health, 
which was created by Gov.

Campbell further states that 
he has been “libeled and slan- 
dered by the deacons” and that 
the deacons “continue to 
hinder, hound and harrass 
him.” Campbell also stated in 
the complaint that the trustee 
and deacon board were 
appointed to “serve at his will 
and pleasure.” 


According to the lawsuit, 
Campbell believes the cam- 
paign to remove him appar- 
ently began in January when 
the trustee and deacon board 
“conducted a serepitious cam- 
paign to undermine plaintiff's 
authority as pastor by spread- 
ing rumors that plaintiff would 
be fired.” 


Campbell said between 
Autumn 1986 and the Spring of 
1987, he would attend meet- 
ings with the defendants He 
said he stopped attending after 
he was threatened with physi- 
cal injury. He said he was noti- 
tied around May 1 that the 
church was going to terminate 
his position and salary as of 
May 30. He said the deacon 
board ignored a suspension 
notice he issued on May 19. 

Campbell said he changed 
the locks on the church doors 
to safeguard the property of 
the church and that on May 30 
the deacons changed the locks 
again.) He said the Columbus 
Police officers refused to arrest 
the deacons for trespassing. 

“Boxes and boxes of 
records" were removed from 
the church, Campbell claimed. 
He said tne deacons refuse to 
turn over “despite demand.” 

He also said the deacons 
were taking turns sleeping in 
the church to prevent him from 
entering. 

Despite repeated calls to his 
home, Campbell could not be 
reached for comment. A 
woman who answered his 
home phone Tuesday morning 
said the Campbells were not 
available and were preparing 
to leave town. The woman, who 
would not identify herself, said 


she was only at the home to . 


answer the phone. 
Campbell's attorney, Saker, 
said Campbell “never left the 


ministry” and the lawsuit is an 
attempt to “stop foes seeking 
to interfere with his ministry.” 
Several defendants con- 
tacted said they were advised 
by counsel not to discuss the

Ross tells Moss, ‘pack your bags,’ 
community to fund African trip 


The Columbus Board of 
Education has nixed a request 
of board member Bill Moss to 
attend the International Com- 
munity Education Conference 
in Nairobi, Kenya on July 27-31 
at board expense. 

But Dr. Charles O. Ross tells 
Moss not to worry. Ross is 
sponsoring a community fun- 
draising effort to provide Moss 
with the $2,000 it will take to 
attend the conference. 

The vote against Moss’ trip 
was 4-3, with board president 
Robert Weiler, Richard Fahey, 
Loretta Heard and Gary Hol- 
land voting against it, and Pau- 
line Radebaugh, Richard Dar- 
win and Moss voting for it. 

Ross, director of the Haram- 
bee School, said the board's 
veto of the Moss trip was “sym- 
bolic of anti-Blackism from the 
educational establishmentin 
this city and and state. When 
the educational establishment 
hears Africa or Black, they 
have a knee-jerk negative 
reaction.” 

Ross was planning to have 
“An Afrikan Evening” on Sat- 


urday, June 27 at the Martin 
Luther King Center to raise 
funds for the Moss trip. Dona- 
tions would be $10 for individ- 
uals, $25 for organizations, 
$100 for supporters and $4 for 
students. Any funds raised 
beyond the $2000 for Moss' trip 
will go to benefit the work of 
Harambee School. 

Ross cited the schools for 
their failure to incorporate 
African life and thought into 
the school curriculum. 

“The Columbus public 
schools have 45 percent Black 
students,” Ross said. “At the 
same time, there is not one 
serious Black or African Stu- 
dies course. International stu- 
dies have been defined to 
include English, French, Chi- 
nese, Japanese and others but 
no Africans. Any educational 
emphasis on African people 
cuts at the very core of the 
master-slave relationship. 

“The scheme is so politically 
racist and sinister until to pre- 
tend that it!s anything else is to 
deceive ourselves,”’ Moss 
asserted.

The Martin Luther King Jr. 
Center for Performing And 
Cultural Arts has raised 
$70,000 in gross revenues from 
its Grand Opening sereis held 
March 31 through April 4, at 
867 Mt. Vernon Ave., according 
to a recent report.

which found a probable cause 
for employment discrimination 
against T. Marzetti Company. 

Judge Martin argued that 
“race was not a consideration 
in Marzetti’s decision to*dis- 
charge Doyle. 

Doyle, with an eighth-grade 
education, has been in a legal 
battle against the company 
since he as fired in March, 1980 
for staying in the restroom for 
“too long,” despite a permis- 
sion by his supervisor. 

Doyle and the OCRC 
appealed Martin's decision, cit- 
ing two assignments of error, 
the first of which was sustained 
by the three-judge panel. 

In the second assignment of 
error, the commission con- 
tenaed that the trial errored in 
not finding that the final order 
of the commission was sup- 
ported by “reliable, probative 
and substantial evidence.” 

The Columbus branch of the 
NAACP has been monitoring 
developments in Doyle's law- 
suit, and “will continue to do 
so,’ according to Cornell 
McCleary, vice president of the 
association.

OSU sprinter seeks to eliminate 
disbelievers during TAC

After breaking Jesse Owen's 
51-year school reign in the 200 
meter dash at the Big Ten 
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Track & Field Championships 
(May 23-24) in lowa City, OSU 
sprinter Harry “Butch” Rey- 
nolds still finds himself search- 
ing for a little respect. 

Reynolds, 22, ran a time of 
(20.46) in a preliminary heat to 
break the former record of 
(20.7) set in 1936. It was only 
the first time in three years he 
had run in the event. 

In addition to the 200, Rey- 
nolds won the 400 meter dash 
and anchored the winning 
1600 meter relay team, For his 
efforts he was named Athlete 
of the Meet. 

lronically, the 200 was the 
same event Reynolds had 
planned to run in the Jesse 
Owens Classic (May 3), but 
after breaking his own record 
to run the third fastest 400 
meter run, he decided to just 
call it a good days work. 


The only men who have run 
faster times in the 400 are 
Americans Lee Evans and 
Larry James, who finished 
one-two in the high altitude of 
the 1968 Olympic Games in 
Mexico City. Evans and James 
finished with times of (43.86) 
and (43.97) respectively. 

Reynolds, however, is 
determined to eliminate such 
technicalities. 


He's pushing for the No. 1 
ranking in the open quarter 
and will get another shot at that 
prestigious spot at the Athletic 
Congress Championships 
June 23-27 in San Jose, 
California. 

Reynolds won't be lacking in 
confidence either as he just 
returned from he NCAA 
Championships in Baton 
Rouge were he broke the meet 
and stadium record in the 400. 

Reynolds broke the records 
in a semi-final heat timed-at 
(44.30). The previous mark of 
(44.58) at Bernie Moore Sta- 
dium, on the campus of Louisi- 
ana State University, was set 
by Jamaican Bert Cameron in 
1981, 

He won the final heat with a 
winning time of (44.12). 

Reynolds’ year-long assault 
on track and field record books 
is truly remarkable, but what's 
even more astounding is the 
fact that he never participated 
in the sport until his junior year 
at Hoban High School in 
Akron. 


During that time he was bet- 
ter known for his achievement 
in basketball and football. Asa 
sophomore Reynolds per- 
formed the high jump and long 
jump, once a junior he became

a member of the mile relay 
team, It wasn’t until his senior 
year, however, that he began 
running the open quarter. 

It was a rough beginning for 
Reynolds. “! was against it,” he 
said, “because | was always 
really tired after a run." He said 
he then began running six 
miles a day to build his 
stamina. 

After graduation he attended 
Butler County Community Col- 
lege in Kansas, There Rey- 
nolds became the junior col- 
lege indoor and outdoor 400 
meter record holder and a 
Olympic trials semifinalist in 
1984. 

Reynolds, a junior and pre- 
season All-America selection 
at OSU, joined the Buckeyes in 
84 because he wanted to util- 
ize a talent he said he had been 
blessed with, 


His success has not been 
without a few setbacks, namely 
injuries. Reynolds has reco- 
vered from several leg injuries 
over the past two years, and 
despite that adversity man- 
aged to break the indoor 400 
meter record and anchored the 
record-setting 4x400 meter

Q. — first fell in love with Scatman Crothers when 
he played in the TV series “Chico and the Man” 
in the 1970's. Where did he get the name Scat- 
man; when did he die and what else did he do?

A. — Benjamin Sherman “Scatman" 
Crothers who was born in Terre Haute, IN, 
May 23, 1910 and died in November 1986 at 
the age of 76, picked his nickname in 1932. 
He was tripling as a drummer, singer and 
guitarist when he auditioned for a radio show 
in Dayton, Ohio. He was told he needed a 
name with a snappier sound. He told them 
to call him Scatman because he did a lot of 
scat singing . . . improvising nonsense words 
to a melody. When he took ill he was work- 
ing on the CBS-TV series “Morningstar, 
Eveningstar” in the role of an old actor, Ex- 
cell Dennis, a lounge pianist. He appeared on 
“Hill Street Blues,” “Hotel,” “McMillan and 
Wife,” and “Roots.” In films, he appeared in 
Stanley Kubrick’s 1980 film “The Shining” 
and the 1963 “The Twilight Zone.” He also 
appeared in “The Shootist,” “Hello Dolly,” 
and “Bronco Billy.”

AIDS — Menace of the 80s

In biblical times, leprosy was the most dreaded of diseases. In later years, there has been a progression of death-causing ailments 
which took an enormous toll. Such diseases as bubonic plague, the black death, malaria, venereal diseases, tuberculosis, poliomyelities 
and others. None, however, equal'the fear gripping the world today over the spread of Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome or AIDS. 


s the deadly AIDS (Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome) 

virus spreads at an alarming rate among Americans, black 

men, women and children are being hit especially hard — 
accounting for 25 percent of the cases reported so far, even though 
blacks comprise just 12.2 percent of the nation's population. 

Why are blacks being hit so hard by AIDS? What can be done 
to protect blacks? What can all of us do to protect ourselves? 

Because no cure for AIDS is yet in sight, every possible step aim- 
ed at preventing the disease must be taken. Every day the media 
report new statistics, new research findings and new predictions. 
Yet, in spite of the intense media coverage there are many black 
Americans who don’t think AIDS affects the black community. 

The AIDS virus knows no boundaries. It is not confined to white, 
homosexual men, as some blacks believe. This devastating disease 
has found a home in the minority communities of America as well. 

Black homosexual and bisexual men are high risk transmitters of 
this deadly disease in the black community. However, the most 
prevalent transmitter of AIDS among black Americans is the drug 
addict through the sharing of needles! 

Of the reported AIDS patients who are IV drug users and not 
known to be homosexual 81 percent are black or Hispanic. 

Of course, there are other means of transmitting the deadly 
disease. These include intimate sexual contact with someone already 
exposed to the virus, exposure to contaminated blood and the 
passage of the virus from an infected mother to an unborn child. 

Yet, of the more than 35,000 people in this country who have 
been diagnosed as having AIDS (with more than 20,200 of them 
now dead), one-fourth of those who have AIDS are exposed to 
the virus through the sharing of needles. 

While sharing needles may be viewed as demonstrating 
brotherhood or kinship from addict to addict, in today’s world shar- 
ing needles is nothing more than sharing death. 

Shooting drugs involves tapping into one’s veins and allowing blood 
to’enter the syringe. Blood is a primary carrier of AIDS. So it is 
simple to see that by getting blood that contains the AIDS virus on- 
to needles, and then sharing that needle from addict to addict, the 
powerful AIDS virus is shared as well. 

AIDS can be spread quickly by sharing needles. Certain captive 
populations, such as prison inmates, are in direct danger of exposure 
because many drug users end up in jail, 

For example, according to a recent news report of a survey of 
IV drug users at the Washington, 'D.C.., jail, an alarming percentage 
of the users had been exposed to the AIDS virus. 

it's bad enough that the user is exposed to the virus. But IV users 
also pass the virus on when they become intimately involved with 
a spouse or lover. 

And mothers who either shoot up or sleep with someone who

does can pass it on to an unborn baby, giving a strange twist to the 
words of one writer — “The wailing of the newborn infant is mingled 
with the dirge for the dead." 

Consider the cold facts. Most of the AIDS cases involve men. But 
among men with AIDS, blacks account for 25 percent of the cases 
reported nationwide. 

Women have a special concern, and | believe it is important to 
note that 51 percent of the women reported to be AIDS victims 
are from the black community. " 

The total number of women who are AIDS victims is still relatively 
low — around 2,600 of the more than 35,000 cases reported in 
the United States by late April. But among heterosexual AIDS vic- 
tims, the increase among women has been far greater than for others 
in most recent reports. 

As | said before, women who are exposed to the virus can pass 
it on, offering death for life. In the black community we have to 
take notice that 58 percent of the babies with AIDS are black. 

These statistics are numbing and disturbing. They highlight a need 
in minority communities which must be immediately addressed. As 
black Americans we rhust overcome the reluctance to face the crisis 
of AIDS honestly and directly. 

Obviously, race itself has nothing to do with these startling and

The 
hardbound book includes pictures and history of each local 
church. 

Richard Allen, the founder, became the church's first 
bishop in 1816. He set an example of excellence through 
the bonds of spiritual and mutual support. Men and women 
found a source of dignity, respect and pride denied them 
in their own community. 

The church has been for many, a job, hot meal, shelter, 
family, love, hope, amidst hopelessness; a prayer and wor- 
ship center, and training ground for leadership in govern- 
ment, education and other professions. 

The A.M.E. church has pioneered in many areas including 
religion, human rights, self-help, economic development 
and education. 

The first institution of higher education in this country

for blacks was Wilberforce University, founded in 1856, 
by the A.M.E. Church. 

Other colleges founded by the A.M.E. church are Morris 
Brown College, 1881, Atlanta Ga.; Paul Quinn College, 
1872, Waco, Texas; Edward Waters College, Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Allen University, Columbia, S.C.; Shorter Col 
lege, North Little Rock, Ark.’ Bonner Campbell College, 
Edwards, Miss. 

The Payne Theological Seminary was founded in Xenia, 
Ohio in 1844 primarily to prepare blacks for Christian ser- 
vice and leadership. 

The Turner Theological Seminary was established in 
1885 in honor of the late Bishop Henry McNeil Turner. 
It is located within the Interdenominational Theological 
Center complex’ in Atlanta, Ga. 

The Kittrell Job Corps Center is located on the former 
site of the Kittrell Junior College in N.C. accommodating 
250 residential trainees. 

The Reid Center, in Charleston, S.C. is named in honor 
of Bishop Frank Madison Reid, Jr. It functions as a 
rehabilitation program for drug addicts, a food program 
and other outreach activities to the community. 

Two retreat centers to provide recreational, conven- 
tion and worship facilities are sponsored by the A.M.E. 
Church. They are Camp Baber, in Cassapolis, Mich., nam- 
ed in honor of the late Bishop George N. Baber; and 
Talbot Retreat Center in Columbus, Ga. named in honor 
of Bishop Frederick Talbot. 

There are many projects sponsored by A.M.E. Chur- 
ches to help eliminate victims of economic crises and 
debilitating social problems. They include the Bryant-Butler 
Complex, a nursing home in Kansas City, Kan. initiated 
under the leadership of Bishop Harrison J. Bryant; 

The Primm Rose Villa, a senior citizens home, also in 
Kansas, initiated under the leadership of Bishop Howard 
Primm. Others include Allen Senior Citizens Home, New

ble Institute, Bethel A.M.E., Baltimore and the Women's 
Resource Center, an AA degree program in cooperation 
with the Community College of Baltimore.

frightening statistics. Béhavior is the key. 

So, what can be done? Plenty! We can fight back in the following 
ways: 
° . if you are intimately involved with someone who is an 
IV drug user — STOP NOW — and see a doctor immediately; 

® Second, if you are an IV drug user, seek help and treatment. 
Your drug use can kill you, and those you love; 

© Third, get involved with the anti-drug movement and help to 
lean up drugs in your neighborhood, schools and work place. Minori- 
ty leaders must mobilize their communities to stop the spread of 
AIDS. In particular, needle sharing has got to stop. We must make 
drug use in general totally and completely unacceptable; and 

© Finally, engage in safe behavior. Avoid sex with bisexilals and 
members of your community who insist on having many sex partners. 

Definitely do not have sex with someone who has had a positive 
result on the antibody test. Use condoms to protect you and your 
loved ones against the spread of the virus. 

Before becoming pregnant a potential mother should take an AIDS 
antibody test. 

If you have questions there are several sources you can contact. 
You can call someone at the U.S. Public Health Service AIDS Hotline. 
That number is 1-800-342-AIDS. You can also call the Hotline on 
Drug Abuse at 1-800-662-HELP. 

In addition, information can be obtained from your local or state 
health department. Also, your physician should be prepared to help 
you understand more about the AIDS virus and its effects.
